A Nesharainy Junior High School 
tcnclicr was arrested last night at his 
Northeast Philadelphia home after * 
reports i hat hesexuaily molested a 3- 
year-oid boy and four teenage Boy 
Scouts attending his day camp in 
Lower Gwynedd Township, Mont- 
gomery County, police said, 

Robert Cherry. 48, of the 2700 block 
of Taunton Street, was expected to be 
taken to the Police Administration 
Bunding at Eighth and Race Streets 
and to be transferred later to Gwyn* 
edd Township for arraignment, au- 
thorities said. 

Cherry was to be charged with five 
counts of corrupting the morals of a 
minor, township investigators said. 

He owns the Spring House Country 
iay Camp, a 40-acre facility on 
>fcKcan Road, and also is an eighth- 
grade math teacher and a troop 
leader for Montgomery County Boy 
Scout Troop 656. which meets at 
Sandy Hill Middle School in Dresner. 

Lower Gwynedd Detective Ronald 
Lynch said police issued an arrest 
warrant after the mother of a 15- 
year-old boy reported to a Montgom- 
ery County police department that 
Cherry sexually abused her son Feb. 
20 during an oxernlghi s&i trip 

Lynch said the boy — who was in 
Cherry's scout troop — did dot tell 
his mother about the incident until 
last week. Afterward, three other 
teenage scouts came forward with 
similar complaints.. 

Police said the 3-yearold toy was 
registered in the camp's kindergar- 
ten program. The boy came home 
from a day at the camp and told h:s 
mother that "someone was touching 
me/* according to a police complaint 

Investigators said most of the inci- 
dents reportedly occurred last sum- 
mer in the camp's main building 
during overnight outings. AH the 
boys were residents of the eastern 
Montgomery County area, and some 
have left Cherry's troop, police said. 

Edward Hancock. Lower Gwynedd 
. police chief, said the scout troop had 
a history of boys abruptly quitting. 
He said he was investigating to deter- 
mine whether other incidents of sex- 
ual abuse might have occurred. 

Because of the allegations, the Boy 
Scout troop will be reorganized, said 
Albert Smith, council executive for 
the Valley Forge Council of the Boy 
Scouts of America. The council is the 
governing body for more than 500 
troops In Delaware and Montgomery 

Counties. ' '~
